—the one who tn addition to the entire 
strict party vote would receive the largest 
German and - independent vote—the 
one whose personal record is less vulnera- 
ble and more congenial to the hopes of re- 
formers and ‘anti-machine men—the one 
who, in fact, is even at this moment the 
only hope and candidate of the better or 
reform element in the Republican party— 
these views of Mr. Washburne are certainly 
as remarkable as they are interesting.

Iion. Elihu B. Washburne, of Illinois, 
ex-Minister Plenipotentiary to France, very 
possible Republican Presidential candidate, 
admittedly a dark horse and alleged by many 
to be the strongest man the Republicans could 
nominate, arrived in town this morning short- 
ly after 7 o’clock from Galena, Ill. The Govy- 
ernor, Who it will be remembered married a 
Miss Gratiot, was accompanied by his two 
daughters—one a married one, a Mrs. Fake, 
Gov. Washburne took up his quarters at the 
Pianters’ Hotel, where two commodious 
rooms had already been engaged by teie- 
graph. Early this morning 2 PostT-DIspatcu 
reporter undertook the task of interviewing 
the Governor, who Is well known*to entertain 
a steadfast dislike to the “pumping” process. 
‘The Governor politely but emphatically re- 
fused. A second and third attempt were also 
made, butin vain. The interviewing fiend of 
the religious daily also tried his persuasive 
power, but finally gave upindespair. Mean- 
while the reporter of **the only evening paper” 
loitered inthe vestibule of the Planters’, 
still hoping to ‘‘corner’’ the ex-Embassador 
to Paris. Ile badinformed the would-be in- 
terviewer by messenger that he intended go- 
ing out With his daughters and that it would 
be impossible for him to talk, So the repor- 
ter Waited and waited in anticipation of get- 
tinga ‘fly’ interview as Gov. Washburne 
came out. After the lapse ofan hour Mr. 
Washburne was espied nearthe clerk’s desk in 
animated converse with Mr. Geo. W. Fishback 
aud two other gentlemen. ‘The representa-

character. His complexion is . florid, 
aud he is clean-shaven. Altogether 


the cast of his countenance is pleasant and 
frank, while also indicating a determination 
of purpose. His gray hair, aimost white, fell 
straightand close around his head. The gen- 
eral impression produced by his exterior is 
that of a pleasant, frank, genial country gen- 
tleman, Whose tastes should evidently all run 
in bucolie channels, and have little to do with 
the whirlpool of politics.
